The  character  of  the  District  may  bo  termed  as  hilly,  and  the 
nan  occupation  of  the  inhabitants  is  concerned  with  Agriculture. 

Industries  such  as  quarrying  of  rooting  slates,  Co<^l  Mining  and 
the  manufacture  of  woollen  cloth  were  extensively  carried  out  in  the 
district,  but  since  the  Great  War  those  occupations  have  been 
suspended.

Looking  Eack 

When  I took  up  the  duties  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  1906 
the  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  were  primitive. 

The  windows  of  dwelling  houses  were  firmly  fixed,  so  that  there 
was  neither  inlet  of  f&osh  air,  nor  outlet  of  foul  air.  The  advisability 
of  having  windows  to  open  and  cleaner  surroundings  was  gradually 
brought  home  to  the  people,  and  year  by  year  improvements  became 
evident.  One  often  found  a pigsty  attached  to  one  pine  end  oi  the 
house,  and  a Cowshed  at  the  other. 

At  that  time  the  domestic  water  supply  was  obtained  from  shallow 
wells  (unprotected)  and  even  from  roadside  puddles.  The  many  £nd 
various  improvements  make  a picture  of  work  well  done  by  the  Rural 
District  Council  and  their  Officers.
